Porsche’s beautiful, 
retro styled Targa! 

The classic ’60s icon returns, and it’s all Porsche underneath! _ 


• A Targa is what you call 
a Porsche 911 which isn’t 
a convertible and isn’t 

a traditional tin top. This 
is the new one, and it 
doesn’t get prettier. 

• This new Targa maintains the 
classic humped 911 profile 
shape where the rag roof 
doesn’t, with the added 
magic of a disappearing roof 
above the front seats. 


This new Targa for the 
“991” shaped 911 silences 
the haters by blatantly 
plucking inspiration from 
the ’60s original, with an • 
iconic pillarless window 
design and trademark retro 
(magnesium) roll hoop. 

When the 911 first came out 
in 1963, the Targa’s back 
window was a naff plastic 
zip-out item. Come 1967, the 





goldfish bowl rear window 
had arrived, and this new 
version continues that 
unhindered rear visibility. 

And if sunburn’s the 
desired skin condition, 
within 19 seconds, the 
soft-top middle section 
electronically disappears 
behind the rear parcel 
shelf. The system is a 
typically German feat of 
engineering, which sees the 
entire bubble rear window 
lift off the 911’s hips and 
hang over the bum of the 
Porsche as it waits for the 
roof to be stowed. 

The entry-level Targa wears 
a 3.4-litre flat six under its 
louvred rump, providing 
350bhp and the ability 


to get to a top speed of 
around 175mph. The S model 
packs a 3.8-litre engine with 
an extra 50bhp over the 
3.4. Tick the S option box 
and you’ll also be furnished 
with 20in rims, Adaptive 
Suspension Management 
and torque vectoring with 
a limited slip diff. 

• Although the official 
performance figures are 
still being kept close to 
Porsche’s chest, expect 
the Targas to be a smidge 
heavier and slower 
accelerating than the 
coupes, but faster and 
lighter than their cabriolet 
cousins. Targas are just 
£650 cheaper, with the 
3.4-litre starting at £86,281.

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SICILIAN MAFIA 



W HEN ONE of the 
most feared men in 
the world declares 
he wants you dead, 
you might want to 
keep a low profile, 
but that’s easier for some than others. 
Despite being behind bars, real-life 
Godfather Toto “The Beast” Riina 
continues to run a criminal empire that 
involves murder, extortion and 
corruption at the highest levels. He 
ended last year by issuing an astonishing 
death threat to Palermo’s high-profile 
prosecutor Nino Di Matteo, and now 
emphasis is firmly on protecting those 
who seek to destroy the Mafia. 

It’s mid-December 2013, and Riina is 
watching TV coverage of a trial 
concerning an alleged pact between 
Mafia bosses and high-ranking Italian 
politicians. Prosecutor Di Matteo makes 
a pledge to continue his fight to bring 
the Sicilian Mafia crashing down - along 
with crooked politicians and public 
servants. An enraged Riina utters the 
chilling words: “Di Matteo shall die.” 
Then, according to prison guards present 
at the time, he adds, “He’ll meet the 
same end as a tuna.” It’s a bizarre turn of 
phrase believed to be a reference to the 
“Mattanza”, a traditional tuna hunt off 
the coast of Sicily where the giant fish 
are driven into nets and slaughtered with 
spikes and sharp knives. 

Riina then makes reference to the 
murder of one of Italy’s most respected 
anti-Mafia campaigners, magistrate 
Giovanni Falcone, who was killed by 
a car bomb in 1992 with his wife and 
four bodyguards. “He wanted to go and 
see the tuna slaughter,” Riina said. 
“Instead, I brought the slaughter to him.” 
Clearly, this is a man who won’t let the 
Mafia go down without a fight. 

Gangland, hits 

Riina is believed to be responsible for 
around 40 gangland hits in total, and 
has been implicated in countless others. 
Before his arrest on multiple charges 
in 1993, he was considered the Capo 
dei Capi (“Boss of Bosses”) in the Cosa 
Nostra. Born and raised in Corleone - 
the town immortalised in Mario Puzo’s 
novel The Godfather and the films it 
inspired - Riina joined the Mafia in the 
late ’50s and rose steadily through the 
ranks, waging war on other families, to 
become top boss in 1974. Then came the 
infamous battle against the state in the 
early ’90s, launched in retaliation for a 
government crackdown on Mafia activity 


which left scores dead. Riina brutally 
dealt with anyone who threatened the 
sanctity of “the family” - the Falcone 
massacre being just the tip of the 
iceberg. Months later, he oversaw the 
assassination of Judge Paolo Borsellino 
and his personal bodyguards. 

Riina’s preferred method of 
execution was by car bomb, detonated 
remotely by mobile phone. Speaking of 
the imminent threat to Prosecutor Di 
Matteo, a trusted source comments, 
“The explosives are ready for him, too.” 
This could explain why his bodyguards 
have recently been issued with mobile 
phone signal blocking equipment, as 
well as the usual body armour and 
automatic weapons. 

Eager to clean up Italy’s blood¬ 
stained image, the authorities are 
now playing hard ball. But, for a while 
in the early ’90s, it seemed no one 
was untouchable. The state was so 
intimidated by the 
Cosa Nostra’s power 
that they gave up 
trying to put them 
behind bars and 
struck a secret deal 
in a bid to stop the 
slaughter. Known as 
the “trattativa”, this 
illegal deal now sees 
Italy’s ex-interior 
minister and the 
minister of defence 
from Berlusconi’s 
former regime, 
standing trial 
alongside various 
Mafiosi. The trial 
has captured the 
public imagination 
as it promises to 
reveal how the 
Mafia were allowed 
to function above 
the law for so long, 
and who was 
responsible. 


Assassination 

plans 

So brazen is Riina that he’s been openly 
discussing plans to assassinate Di Matteo 
outside the courtroom where the trial’s 
taking place, allegedly telling fellow 
mobster Alberto Lorusso, “Everything’s 
set up. We’ll do it in spectacular fashion.” 

This claim prompted fears of a repeat 
of a 1994 incident when only a faulty 
detonator switch prevented a bomb going 
off at a football match at Rome’s Stadio 
Olimpico. Public prosecutor Sergio Lari 
said a similar incident could, “Turn 
Italy’s clock back 20 years.” 

Since the threats, security around Di 
Matteo has increased. Everywhere he 
goes, he’s flanked by machine gun- 
wielding protection officers, and 
undercover agents aren’t far behind. 
“Sometimes I ask myself if it’s right to go 
on,” he told newspaper La 
Repubblica. “But it is worth 
it, and it is right.” 

So why is he so 
determined to bring the 
Cosa Nostra down? Well, 
it’s personal. The first time 
he wore a magistrate’s 
robe, he was standing next 
to Giovanni Falcone’s 
coffin in 1992. “I knew 
what I was getting into,” 
he says. “They’ve already 
killed many colleagues.” 

Due to the trial, and 
a series of police raids and 
arrests, the influence of 
the Cosa Nostra is fading. 
However, while the 
authorities have been 
concentrating on them, 
two of Italy’s other main 
crime syndicates, the 
Camorra and the 
’Ndrangheta, have risen to 
the top. Another war 
could just be starting. 



The Sicilian Mafia War of the ’80s 
(“La Mattanza” - The Slaughter) has 
claimed a reported 1,000 victims. 

From March ’92 to Sept ’93, 26 
police officers, judges and officials 
were killed by the Mafia. 

The current Capo dei Capi (“Boss 
of bosses”) in Sicily is Matteo 
Messina Denaro, aka “Diabolik”. 

Since 2012, there’ve been around 
20 meetings between relatives of 
jailed Mafia leaders, with the aim of 
restoring “La Cupola” - the regular 
gathering of Sicilian crime families.

“Could it be a fairytale end for Brian O’Driscoll? 
Ireland were disappointing in the autumn, then 
heartbroken when they lost to the All Blacks with 
the last kick of the game. I was devastated for 
them. They’re this year’s real dark horses - there’s 
so much potential in the national game, with 
so many Irish teams left in the European 
competitions. I spoke to Paul O’Connell recently 
and he was full of it, all fire and desire - what a 
tremendous asset he will be if he can stay fit. New 
coach Josef Schmidt, new era. They have all the 
tools but it’s whether they can be consistent and 
play at a level they haven’t quite reached yet.” 


KEY MAN “Paul O’Connell. He’s honesty, he’s 
integrity, he’s Mr Ireland. If they can replicate 
some of his spirit, they’re in with a shot.” 


“Where do you start? They have a newish coach 
in Scott Johnson, but they’re a little bit in No 
Man’s Land in terms of what Scottish rugby 
is standing for at the moment.

They just have too much quality 
everywhere - ball winners, 
powerful runners. They just have 
danger everywhere, really. And 
Italy, much as I hate to say it, for 
the wooden spoon.” 


“I say it every year, you never know what you’ll 
get with the French and this year, that’s true more 
than most years. The French league is so 
powerful, with so many foreign players going 
there and raising the quality of the domestic 
game. But the French... they love a bit of turmoil, 
they love a crisis, but if they can inherit the 
passion of their coach Philippe Saint-Andre, 
then they have oodles of ability. When it comes 
to France, the simple question is: can they get it 
right this year? I’m afraid to say I fear they can’t. 
They’re powerful throughout but I just can’t see 
them getting their act together.” 


KEY MAh “Their captain, Pascal Pape. If he can 
galvanise them, there’s no saying what they can 
do. Doing it week in week out? That’s a big ask.” 


“It’s the easiest thing in the world to say that the 
England pack is their strength, as it has been for 
years. It’s not outstanding to the point of being 
fearsome but it’s good and solid, which they 
proved in last year’s autumn internationals. But 
there are injuries in the backs, they haven’t 
fulfilled their potential and people are still asking 
what this England team can do. It’s an opportunity 
for them to show what they’re capable of, with the 
World Cup around the corner, and coach Stuart 
Lancaster will be urging them to do that.” 


KEY MAI “Owen Farrell at 10 - we know he’s 
solid and mentally tough, but he has to set this 
England team up, drive them on and pose some 
threat. We know he’s safe but we need more 
than just safe.” 


“People can be a bit harsh on Italy. They’ve 
progressed a lot in recent years and got a couple 
of good wins last year, but they just haven’t got 
the player base of other nations to draw from. 
When you look at their forward pack, you have to 
say they lack discipline, but they’re also abrasive 
and aggressive. They have good scrummagers, 
they’re strong in driving play, but outside of that, 
you just think: who’s realistically going to do 
anything? And that will still be a question in this 
year’s tournament. I fear for them this year.” 


KEY MAN: “Their No.8 and captain Sergio 
Parisse has been their standout man for years 
- what might he have done in other teams? 
He has work rate, skill and ability. He’s the 
complete package.” 
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Following City’s Capital 
One Cup semi-final 
second-leg against West 
Ham, four players had hit 
double-figure goal tallies 
for the season, with Alvaro 
Negredo leading the way 
on 23, then Sergio Aguero 
with 22, Edin Dzeko with 16 
and Yaya Toure with 14. 


When City passed 
100 goals in all 
competitions, they 
did so after 34 
games, which is 
eight games quicker 
than the previous 
holders of the 
record, Chelsea. 


At the time of writing, City’s own goals 
(received) is four, more than the 
league goals scored by Jack Wilshere, 
Santi Cazorla, Lukas Podolski, Steven 
Fletcher, Philippe Coutinho, Michu, 
Nicolas Anelka, Papiss Cisse... 


Before facing 
Watford in 
the FA Cup, 
City fans who 
only go to 
home games 
saw their 
team score 
68 times. 


Again, prior to facing Watford, 
City had scored four or more 
goals in a game 12 times this 
season, putting four past 
Newcastle, Man United, Viktoria 
Plzen, Fulham and Cardiff, five 
past Wigan, CSKA Moscow 
and Blackburn, six past Spurs, 
Arsenal and West Ham and 
seven past the hapless Norwich 


In the Premier League, 
only Arsenal (43 goals) 
and Liverpool (53 goals) 
have managed more 
goals, home and away, 
than the 42 that City had 
scored at home in their 
first eleven home games, 
which were all victories.
